visible Ink, went Undetected. 
All spies were not arrested imme­ 
diately they were detected. Tilt* Brit- 
I-ti secret service, ever considerate, 
allowed them to send and receive let­ 
ters and collect information, hut it re­ 
served tin* privilege of opening the 
correspondence both ways and mak­ 
ing alterations likefy to lie of more 
use to the allies than to Germany. 
It Is difficult to estim ate the value 
of the Information obtained by this 
method. The Hun, w ith bis profound 
disrespect for British finesse, prob­ 
ably never will believe that Britain 
could be guilty of such astuteness. 
It is certain that Germany obtained 
very little that was useful from ber 
spies In England. From the outbreak 
of w ar the porta were tim carefully 
w itched to permit of much leakage. 
Up and down the east and south­ 
west Boasts of England were, how­ 
ever, many “hydros," palatial hotels, 
I built right on the sea, with large cop­ 
per domes twinkling brightly for many 
miles out ai sea. 
And the manager 
was often a German. 
Eight German spies were executed 
I In this country, while many more are 
undergoing long terms of penal servi­ 
tude. 
For obvious reasons the names 
of many never were revealed.
